us they are born I have great admiration for maternity 
nurses, who meet the strain and responsibility laid on 
them in the highest spirit; but they do not realise that 
the infant’s brain should he fallow until nature asserts 
itself, and that any undue stimulation can only have 
serious results It is a recognised fact that a young 
child must not be fear of 
undue strain and excitement to the young Surely 
even more care is required when dealing with the brain of 
an infant’? A child is not forced to until nature 
shows that the little limbs are strong enough and the 
child takes the initiative Should not the brain be
